RUSH TO THE HILLS. 


Four of the nine oil tanks at IJort Harford are afire, and it is 


apparent that the others are doomed. 


The oil has spread over the waters and for more than half a mile 


square is burning. 


Twenty men cm a burning tank barely escaped before the tank 


exploded. The families of employes of the oil companies, housed, in 
close proximity to the tanks, abandoned their homes and scantily 
clothed rushed to the surrounding hills as the other tanks' caught 
fire at 6:15 o'clock this morning1. No injuries have been reported.

'cnance for recovery is slight, accord- 
Ing- to the reports of the attending 
physicians et the Alameda Sanitarium 
today. 


Machala had made frequent threats 


to commit suicide, because Mrs. Kosch 
rejected his attentions. 
"But when I 


do kill myself," he said, "some one 
else is soinj," to die with me." 


FORCED HIS ATTENTIONS. 


Until about six months ago Machala 
haa a roon: at the Kosch home, but 
was asked to move because of his un» 
pleasant attentions to Mrs. Kosch. He 
•ecured a r >om on Washington street, 
but spent ciuch of his time about the 
Kosch rests urant, kept by Theodore 
Kosch, husband of the woman 
at-« 


tacked. 
yesterday he was about the place 


all afternoon, and Mrs. Kosch 
was 


afraid to go home alone. 
Her two 


•ons—Theodore and Frederick, four- 
' tten and twelve, respectively—started 
with her from the restaurant about 7 
o'clock last night.

Machala met. them at the corner of 


Putman street and Wheeler 
avenue 


and' asked Mrs. Kosch If he 
could 


again have a room at the house. "Xo, 
never," wai her 
reply, whereupon 


Machala pulled a. pair of pliers from 
his pocket and hurled them at her. 
Running toward her, he pulled out a 
revolver and fired, the first shot go- 
ing Into the- air. 


The two boys became terrified and 


ran, and Mrs. Kosch also attempted to 
escape. But Machala grabbed her by 
the arm. an3. holding her so close that 
ICle powder burned her face, he shot 
ti&e twice, once in each temple. One 
a1? the bullets penetrated the brain. 


HEARD SHOOTING. 


I 
H neighbor heard the shots and ran 


SV out in time to see Machala disappear- 


ing down Putman street. 


The wounded woman was sent to 


ttie Alameda Sanatarium, where Drs. 
Callen and Caldwell performed an op- 
eration. They hold out little hope of 
recovery. 
Sheriff Barnet took personal charge 


of the case, and with several depuUes 
was soon en the scene of the crime. 
In Machala's room he found a danger- 
ous-looking dagger. 


Machala is described as forty-four 


years of age. about five feet flve in- 
ches In heipht and light complexloned. 
Sheriff Barno: does not. believe that 
the man w:il carry out his threat, to 
take- his own ?ife, and is covering, all 
avenues, of escape.

The annual report of the fire underwrit- 
•s1 
inspection 
bureau 
for 
Oakland 


Berkeley and Alameda has been issued as 
'ollows: 


'The branch of the Inspection bureau to 


cover the cities of Oakland,. Alameda and 
Berkeley began active work in Oakland 
October lr 1907. 
The first inspection ot 


any city is necessarily slow, owing to the 
clerical work involved, but in Oakland 
13 blocks east of Broadway and including 
all blocks facing on the east side 
Broadway have already been thoroughly 
nspected. 
Buildings 
inspeicted,. 462 


complafnts noted therein, 683; electrica 
nspections, 554; complaints noted there- 
on, 409. 


"Of the 683 complaints noted, 306, or 45 


per cent, were rubbish, 157, or 2S per cent, 
were wooden ash barrels, while the re- 
mainder included defective chamneys, etc. 


"It is intended to first inspect all blocks 


wholly or partially within' the flre limits 
of Oakland, taking up later the business 
sections of Alameda and Berkeley; to- 
gether with all special hazards In these 
cities. 
Atf.the second inspection the per- 


manent inspected districts will be en- 
arged to the annual capacity of the force 
available."
